Die Zeit says: ‘“‘Servia seems to be 
drifting into an adventure under the itl- 
lusion that it cannot lose anything; it 
cannot be warned too strongly against 
that error. Servia can, under certain 
circumstances, lose its independence.”

Austria Backs Bulgaria. 

BUDAPEST, Oct. 8—Austria has al- 
ready entered upon negotiations with the 
various powers for the recognition of the 
new Kingdom of Bulgaria and the es- 
tablishment of peaceful relations between 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 

Baron von Aehrenthal, the Foreign 
Minister, made this announcement in his 
speech at the opening sitting of the com- 
mon delegates to-day. The Austrian 
newspapers and politicians have stead- 
fastly denied that there was any under- 
standing between Austria and Bulgaria 
in the recent double movement, but Aus- 
tria’s adoption of a protecting rdle to- 
ward Bulgaria indicates at least a strong 
community of interest. ; 

In his address the Austro-Hungarian 
Foreign Minister said that Austria 
adopted a generally sympathetic atti- 
tude toward the new régime in Turkey. 

“This attitude,’ he added, “is. based 
upon the definite*hope that the new era 
in Turkey will produce the rejuvenation 
and invigoration of that State. Austria- 
Hungary, whose frontiers march with 
Turkey and whose interests consequently

It appears from Capt. Bartlett's letter 
that the damage to the Erik, which was 
in collision with an iceberg on the voyage 
down from Etah, is more serious than was 
reported by cable several days ago. A 
big hole was stove in her bow, and several 
times after the collision it was found 
necessary to run in shore and anchor in 
smooth water, as the Captain did not dare 
trust the damaged vessel in rough seas. 
Capt. Bartlett says he believes the steam- 
er will be condemned. He places the 
blame for the collision on the aurora 
borealis, 

“It was a beautifully clear night,”’ says 
the skipper, “but unfortunately for us| 
the aurora borealis was dancing about 
the sky. At the time of the accident, 
8:20 P. M., it appeared right ahead of the 
ship, making the iceberg with which we 
collided appear the same as the sky. The 
lookout thought it was a cloud until we 
got too near to report it. We succeeded 
in reaching Turnvik, where a survey and 
temporary repairs were made.”’ 





RACE TRACK REGISTRATION. 


Supt. Leary Suspicious of Increase at 
Gravesend. 


Superintendent of Elections William 
Leary has begun to take an interest in 
the heavy registration in the race track 
districts last Monday and Tuesday, and 
in order to prevent illegal voting he has 
appointed fifty Deputy Election Superin- 
tendents to the branch office which he; 
has opened at Surf Avenue and Kensing- 
ton Walk, Coney Island, 

To assure himself that the investigation 
of voters in those districts was being car- | 
ried out properly Supt. Leary went to} 
Coney Island yesterday and spent six 
hours, during which he visited the stables 
of the Coney Island Jockey Club at the 
Sheepshead Bay track and the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club at Gravesend. 

As 4 result of his investigations he dis- 
covered that 133 men had registered on 
the first two days this week from the 
Sheepshead Bay buildings, against twelve 
registered on the four days of last year. 
From the stables at the Gravesend track 
forty-seven registered on the first two 
days, compared with twenty-seven from 
the same district during the four days of 
1907. 

In an interview yesterday Mr, Leary 
said: 

“In my visit to the race track buildings | 
to-day 1 discovered that a number of per- 
sons have registered from stalls this year. 
I have no objection to men registering 
from stables or other buildings around 
race tracks that have proper sleeping ac- 
commodation, but every one giving such 
an address will have his registration thor- 
oughly investigated. 

“It I find any of these men trying to 
register from horse stalls, sheds, grand 
stands, or other like buildings they will 
get into trouble. I have got fifty depu- 
ties there, and I am going to keep them | 
there through the final two days of regis- 
tration, Saturday and Monday, and I will 
have them there again on election day.”

AGED PAIR KILLED BY CARS. 


$1,000 Which They Were Taking to 
Bank Found in the Wife’s Dress.

WANTAGH, L. IL, Oct. 8&—Mr. and 
Mrs, James Hoar, an aged couple of this 
place, were killed by a westbound ex- 
press train on the Long Island Railroad 
at the grade crossing here this morning 
while driving a big market wagon full 
of produce to Brooklyn. The body of 
Mrs. Hoar, who was 63 years old, was 
found several hundred feet from where 
the wagon was struck. 

One thousand dollars in greenbacks and 
gold was found tucked away in her dress. 
The amount represented the total sav- 
ings of the old couple for two years. 
They were taking the money to the 
bank. 

There were no gates or a flagman at 
the crossing when the express hit the 
wagon. Both Mr. and Mrs. Hoar were 
hurled in front of the train. Almost 
every bone in Mr. Hoar’s body was 
broken. Mrs. Hoar lost one leg and 


many of her bones were broken also. 
The horses were barely scratched. 


LONG BLOCKADE ON BRIDGE. 


Cars and Trains Tied Up for an Hour 
from Power House Accident. 


Owing to the burning out of one of the 
big dynamos in the Williamsburg power 
house of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, the eurface ani elevated lines 
were tied up in all parts of the borough 
during the rush hours iast night. The 
dynamo burned out at 4:45 o'clock, and 
a few moments later a second dynamo 
broke down on account of the additional 
strain put on it.

The Independence League agreed some 
time ago to indorse the nomination of 
Surrogate Beckett, and Clarence J. 
Shearn, the league candidate for Govern- 
or, in a letter written to the Lawyers’ 
Committee of One Hundred, which is pro- 
moting the candidacy of Mr. Beckett, said 
he was heartily in favor of the nomina- 
tion of the Surrogate to succeed himself. 

Then, according to the report, before 
Tammany turned down Emanuel Blumen- 
stiel for the Supreme Court nomination, 
and in his place put Irving L. Lehman, a 
son-in-law of Nathan Straus, a pledge was 
made by Mr. Hearst's representatives that 
the league would place an entire third 
ticket in the field. 

Part of this story cropped out in a 
speech made on the floor of the conven- 
tion by Arthur Brisbane, Mr, Hearst's 
chief editorial writer, who thereby drew 
from Melvin G. Palliser, one of Hearst's 
oldest and warmest. supporters, who had 
been nominated for the Supreme Court 
by the Judiciary Convention, which pre- 
ceded the County Convention, an emphat- 
ic declaration that he would work openly 
and vote for Charles H, Beckett, no mat- 
ter what the menibers of the Independence

moil. The supporters of Surrogate Beck- 
ett, who seemed to be quite numerous, 
yelled their approval. The followers of 
Palmieri hooted. Half a dozen delegates 
jumped to their fee. and demanded recog- 
nition at the same time. 

James A. Allen, who acted as temporary 


and permanent Chairman, of the League! 


State Convention in Cooper Union when 
Shearn was. nominated, placed Surrogate 
Beckett in nomination in a speech in 
which he warmly eulogized the Surrogate 
and told the delegates that it was the duty 
of the league to rise superior to mere 
party considerations, and in the interests 
of the community prevent the election of 
John P. Cohalan, the Tammany nominee. 
The name of John Paimieri was placed 
before the convention by William S. Rey- 
nolds, a delegate from the Eleventh As- 
sembly District. 

After many speeches had been made de- 
nouncing the indorsement of Beckett as 
fusion, which Mr. Hearst and the party 
platform had tabooed, Arthur Brisbane 
got the floor.

“When the indorsement of Surrogate 
Beckett and the incidental fusion with the 
Republicans was suggested here,’’ he said, 
‘TIT was anxious to see how the delegates 
to this convention would feel about it. 
Mr. Allen has asked you to indorse his 
friend, Mr. Beckett. What would you 
have thought, what would Mr. Palliser, 
who is in this hall, have thought, if I had 
asked you to indorse for the Supreme 
Court one of my friends and to shut Mr. 
Palliser out? 

The anti-Beckett delegates roared their 
approval of this. Mr. Brisbane went on 
to say that Mr, Lehman was as honest 
and upright a man as there was in New 
York, and as capable a candidate for thy 
bench as the League or any other organ- 
ization could put into the fleld. More- 
over, he continued, Mr. Lehman was a 
sCn-in-law of Nathan Straus, who, even 
at the peril of incurring the displeasure 
of his own family and of his friends and 
business associat*s, had indorsed Mr. 
Hearst in his last campaign, thereby 
bringing tears of gratitude into the eyes 
of Mr. Heanet's wife. 

* But I would not even suggest that you 
indorse him and sacrifice the League prin- 
ciple of no fusion,’’ Mr. Brisbane went on.

STEPHEN A, DOUGLAS DEAD. 


He Spoke Wednesday at Anniversary 
of Famous Lincolin-Douglas Debate. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—Stephen A. Douglas, 
son and namesake of the great political 
rival of Abraham Lincoln, dled suddenly 
at his home here to-night. Yesterday Mr. 
Douglas with William H. Taft delivered 
an oration at Galesburg, IIL, at the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the famous Lincoln 
and Douglas debate at that place. His 
speech was delivered on Knox College 
campus on the exact site where fifty 
years ago his father had contested the 
great National issues with Lincoln. 

The speech of yesterday was the last 
of a series of speeches made in the last 
few weeks by Mr. Douglas, and he com- 
plained of fatigue and a severe cold on 
his return to Chicago. 

Mr. Douglas was 58S years old. He was 


born in North Carolina, but had been a 
resident of Chicago for thirty-five years. 
He was an attorney, and was prominent 
in Republican politics. In 1891 he was 
Prosecuting Attorney of Chicago. A 
widow survives him.

There was no hope for the Giants after 
that promising but unproductive seventh, 
and the last half of the ninth brought a 
quick finish to a great game. The first 
three men up went out in order, and with 
the last play the mighty throng of fans 
poured forth across the field and started 
for home to fight all over again a wordy 
basebal] contest. The game had been 
cleanly fought and was lost because New 
York’s opponents were better ball players 
and “ Three-fingered ” Brown had once 
agair sent down to defeat Matty, the 
pride of Manhattan and inventor of the 
“fade away.” 


THE FATAL THIRD INNING, 


Game Won and Lost When Cubs 
Batted “ Matty ” for Four Runs. 


‘One bad inning caused the downfall of 
the Giants at the Polo Grounds yesterday. 
The game, which was won by Chicago by 
the score of 4 to 2, will go down into 
baseball history as one of the most re- 
markable in many respects that has ever 
been played, The man who was respon- 
sible for the defeat of the New York Club 
was Mordecai Brown, the star pitcher of 
the Chicago team, before whose myste- 
rious and deceptive curves the players 
on the home team were powerless. The 
game decided the National League cham- 
pionship and attracted the greatest throng 
of spectators ever seen at a sporting 
event in or around New York. By virtue 
of yesterday’s victory the Chicagos will 
play Detroit, the winning club of the 
American League, a_ series of seven 
games for the championship of the world. 
Mathewson, the Giants’ pitcher, who 
has been hailed as the superior of any 
in the profession, had no terrors for the 
visitors, In the third inning Chicago 
pounded the ‘ peerless one”’ all over the 
field, and did not cease the fusillade 
until four runs were scored and the re- 
sult of the contest practically determined. 
For six innings the loyal supporters 
hoped against hope, but as the local bats- 
men were disposed off with alarming and 
discouraging ranidity the great throng 
settled back in their seats, facing the in- 
evitable with the best possible grace, 
The same pitchers were selected to of- 
ficlate that faced each other in the con- 
test on Sept. 23, which resulted in a tie, 
necessitating yesterday’s meeting of the 
two teams. Pfeister, the pitcher on 
whom Manager Chance of Chicago de- 
pended, lasted but two-thirds of an in- 
ning, during which time the Giants 
scored one run. Brown was then called 
in, and during the remainder of the 
game the locals made but four safe 
hits. Two of these came in the seventh 


inning, which enabled the Giants to add 
the second and last tally to their score. 

In the third inning, which caused the 
undoing of New York, Pitcher Mathew- 
son was hit safely four times—a ttiple, 
two doubles, and a single. In the remain- 
ing four innings he was in the 
box he was very effective, and held 
his opponents down to three scat- 
tered hits. Manager McGraw sent Doyle 
in to bat for Mathewson in the seventh 
inning, when New York had three men 
on bases and no one out. The change 
was a disastrous one, as Doyle not only 
failed to advance the runners but proved 
an easy victim for Pitcher Brown. The 
substitution of Doyle for Mathewson put 
the latter out of the game. Wiltse pitched 
the two remaining innings, and but one 
hit was made off his delivery. Many 
thought that McGraw showed poor judg- 
ment in sending Doyle in to bat when he 
had not faced a pitcher in a game in sey- 
eral weeks. 

The New York team did splendid work 
on the field, but Chicago did just as well, 
and the Giants were outclassed by the 
Cubs in. batting, while Manager Chance 
outgeneraled Manager McGraw in sub- 
stituting a new pitcher at the first signal 
of danger. The Chicago team won the 
game and with it the championship be-

Chance smashed a 
line drive to the right field corner that 
was good for a double, and Evers and 
Schulte came home, raising the total num- 
ber of runs to 4.

The Giants made a good start in their 
half and for a while the outlook for scor- 
ing looked encouraging. Tenney led off 
with a clean single. Herzog fouled to 
Kling. Bresnahan hit safely between sec- 
ond and short. Donlin forced Bresnahan 
at second, Tinker scoring the out unas- 
sisted, Seymour blasted New York's 
hopes by going out on a fly to Sheckard. 

Howard for Chicago in the fourth went 
out,*Herzog to Tenney. Tinker was 
thrown out by Mathewson at first.

FANS FOUGHT JUST FOR FUN 


They Jeered Chance and Evers Till 
They Got Weary, and What If We

It is impossible to believe, after what 
happened yesterday at the Polo Grounds, 
that the earth is still on the same track 
it was clinging: to twenty-four hours™ago. 
After the third inning Time stopped. 
Thirty-five thousand péople must have 
emptied out of the grand stand and 
bleachers and field seats and rafters and 
roof and lamppost perches, and somehow 
or other squeezed their way through 
the: gates ajar and into: Eighth Avenue 
and walked under the elevated structure 
and got spattered with grease drippings 
and sworn at by policemen disguised as 
human beings, or mounted the stairs and 
waited hours while train after train, stop- 
ping only on signal, flashed mockingly 
by—but nobody remembers just how these 
things came about. It may even be that 
now and then this group or that stopped 
at a convenient house of call and ordered 
mechanically the brand of refreshment 
habitual ‘to them, accepting without a 
murmur the ccllar-made goods of con- 
scienceless Harlem; and it may be that 
finally. some of the throng reached their 
homes, but there is nothing tangible in 
support of this, and the reasonable theory 
is that everything came to an end yes- 
terday when Chicago got four runs in one 
inning. 

The blow fell with a force that was 
crueller from being entirely unexpected. 
Everything up to that third inning had 
pointed to a famous victory. It was a 
gala occasion. More folks than had ever 
seen a ball game before at one time were 
present. Perfect gentlemen were enthu- 
siastically fighting other perfect gentle- 
men and bloodying each other's noses, and 
no thought of bitterness in the conflict, 
mind you—just a natural exuberance of 
animal spirits, and more to be applauded 
than condemned. Why shouldn't the gen- 
tlemen fight?

So 
there will be brave doings from the very 
outset, and the spirit of wild and may- 
hap violent exult shall extend even to 
the special police.

UP ON COOGAN’S BLUFF. 


Four Hours with the Unseeing but 
Anxiously Listening Thousands. 


Never before in the history of baseball 
has the capacity of Coogan's Bluff been 
strained beyond the limit as It was yes- 
terday afternoon to witness the play-off 
between the Cubs and the Giants.

SAYS HUGHES. WILL 
RUN BEHIND IN ERIE 


Republican Leader, However, Ex- 
pects Both Him and Taft 
to Carry County. 


OFFSET TO LABOR VOTE 


Many Gold Democrats Opposing Bryan 
—Thinks Governor Should Take 


Up His Own Fight. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 8.—‘‘ Nobody ex- 
pects Erle County to give Taft as big a 
| plurality as it gave Roosevelt four years 
ago.’ said a prominent Frie County Re- 
' publican to-day. ** Roosevelt. got some- 
thing more than 13,000. That was the 
biggest Republican plurality the county 
ever gave. But it will give Taft a good, 
| substantial plurality. I should say some- 
| where between 6,000 and 10,000, probably 
nearer 10,000 than 6,000. It is a little 
too early yet to make a close estimate. 
The uncertain element is the labor vote. 
| That has been off, but is coming back. 
We can’t tell yet how it will go. We 
| shall lose some of it, but not all, as 
Gompers claims. Aud the loss will be 
partly, at least, offset by the old line 
Democrats who are going to vote for 
| Taft. 
| ‘As to Hughes, the situation is not so 
| good. There is a great deal of opposition 
|among Republicans. They are against 
‘him not because of his action on the 
| race-track bills, ‘although that may af- 
i fect one element. Nor is it his attitude 
|toward the Republican organization that 
\influences the men of whom I speak. 
| They oppose Hughes because they believe 
|him to be narrow, and, as some of them 
| say, bigoted. They don't lke him. per- 
| Sonally, They are the strongest element 
of the opposition, not, perhaps, in point 
| of numbers, but in the persistency of their 
| feeling and in the difficulty of meeting 
| it with convincing argument. The best 
|argument that can be made to such men 
lis that delivered by the Governor himself 
| when he appears before them in a cam- 
paign speech. That is why I think he 
should be back in this State now at work 
on his own campaign.” 


| Hughes’s Work Out West. 


This leader is a man who has no offi- 
lcial connection with elther campaign, but 
| whose interest in the party leads him to 
|take an active advisory part in the work 
|\that is going on, and whose wide ac- 
|quaintance enables him to keep very well 
linformed as to the real situation. His 
| cnieeontilit that Gov. Hughes ought for 
his own sake and that of the State ticket 
to be back in New York right now instead 
of touring the Middle West for Taft re- 
{called at once a story told by Senator 
| Dixon, director of the speakers’ bureau at 
|the Western headquarters of the Republic- 
‘an National Committee in Chicago. The 
| Senator was talking the other day about 
| the very effective work Gov. Hughes Is 
‘doing on the stump in his present tour, 
land he told about the way in which the 
{Governor had responded to the request 
‘of the National Committee that he take 
ithe stump for Taft. 

“We realized,”” said Senator Dixon, 
“that it was asking a great deal of Gov. 
| Hughes. We know that he has a hard 
|campaign on in New York forwe-election, 
{and that he ought to be there working on 
his own behalf. But we knew also what a 
tremendous lot of good he could do the 
National ticket out West, and we put it 
te to him. 

“** Oh, yes,’ he replied, ‘if you are sure 
| that I can do any good I'll go. It is much 
| more important that Taft be elected than 
that I should be.’ 

Helping Himself Indirectly. 


Indirectly the Governor’s Western trip 
is helping his own cause in this State, 
although, of course, not so much as if he 
| were fighting on his own battle ground. 
| Every speech that he makes in the West 
digs away a little more of the ground 
from under the fect of a certain element 
of his opponents in his own party. He is 
making a daily, and on some days an 
almost hourly, demonstration of the fact 
that he is a stalwart Republican, a party 
jand a organization man, and the longer 


he keeps it up the more difficult he makes 
it for those organization Republicans who 
have been against him to maintain their 
attitude. 

But the fact is that the Governor has 
responded to the call of the National 
Committee for exactly the reason he gave 
Senator Dixon. He regards the success 
of the Republican Party in the National 
campaign as paramount, and is perfectly 
willing to sacrifice his own interests in 
its behalf. They know that out West, if 
the New York Republicans do not, and 
that is one reason why the Governor's 
speeches are so tremendously effective 
out there. 

“There is just about the same amount 
of opposition to Hughes that there was to 
Higgins four years ago,’ went on the 
Republican quoted before. “It comes, 
probably, from a different element of the 
party, and is inspired by different mo- 
tives, but as it looks now {ft will probably 
prove just about as effective. That means 
that the Governor will run from 4,000 to 
5,000 behind Taft in Erie County. I think 
we can carry the county for him, but it 
will probably be by a close margin as 
| compared with what we have given other 
| candidate for the Governorship.” 


Figures Favor Republicans, 


This man is able to give some pretty 
substantial reasons for the faith that is 
in him. To begin with he points to the 
fact that In the city of Buffalo, where 
he is more familiar with conditions than 
in the outlying towns of the county, 
the Republican enrollment outnumbers 
| that of the Democrats by a little more 
than 12,000, and the Republicans and 
Democrats together have enrolled within 
4.600 of the total vote cast in the city. 
The Republican enrollment exceeds 39,- 
000, and the Democratic is slightly in 
excess of 27,000. 

The Republican organization is com- 
posed, militant, and well disciplined. The 
Democratic organization is not so close, 
and is confronted by a decided differenc 
of opinion peeing the position and au- 
thority of William J, Conners, Chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee, 

This is illustrated by an incident which 
happened on the street here one day 
a while ago when Chairman Conners met 
Sheriff Smith, whose delegates to the 
Democratic State Convention last Spring 
Conners had thrown out into the road. 
When the two men met Conners walked 
up to Smith with extended hand. 

“Smith,” he said, ‘“‘you and I are 
good friends, ain't we?” 

“Oh, yes.’ assented Smith, 
“we're good enough friends.”’ 


Conners Warns Smith. 


Conners laughed. “But I’vé got my 
eye on you all the time, Smith,” he said, 
“and you don’t want to go drawing no 
knife out of your boot leg on me, ¢or 
I'll catch you at it.” 

The Smith crowd were furious over 
their treatment at that convention, and 
were full of proud boasts as to what 


they would do to Conners when they got 
him back in Buffalo. They were unani- 
mously of the opinion that it would be 
a plenty. But Conners only laughed.

He simply laughs at the state- 
ment of Norman E. Mack, Democratic 
National Chairman, in Chicago the other 
day. Mr. Mack asserted stoutly that the 
old-line Democrats were back in the party 
to a man, and declared that he knew this 
of his own know'edge as far as his own 
city of Buffalo was concerned. This Re- 
publican sars, however, that Mr. Mack is 
ejther bluffing or sceing visions. He 
backs up his assertion by giving the 
names ilterally of scores of men who 
bolte: Bryan twelve and eight years ago.

Oppose Bryan, but Quietly. 


‘The difference is that this year they 
are silent about it,’’ he said. ‘“‘In the 
other Bryan campaigns they came out 
openly egainst him and were hailed with 
praise and acclaim by the Republican 
newspapers. But when in the following 
State elections they went back to their 
party, where they naturally belonged, 
these same Republican newspapers called 
them renograde Democrats. The result is 
that this year very few of them are say- 
ing anything for publication about their 
attitude. 

“But I know, for they have told me, 
that they are going to vote for Taft. 
Why, some of them have even given 
small contributions to the Democratic 
cumpaign funds, and some of them have 
been appointed on one kind of commit- 
tee or another.

Would Have Government Appropriate 
Part of Wealth of Millionaires. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Oct. 8.—In a 
convention of its organizers here to-day 
the birth of the new Liberal Party was 
formally proclaimed. The convention was 
called to order by Sidney C. Tapp of 
Atlanta, the leader in the movement. Mr. 
Tapp urged that women be permitted to 
vote. 

The platform in part follows: 

We demand such amendments to Constitu- 
tions of the various States of the Union, and 
to the Constitution of the United States, 
as will permit women to vote on equal 
basis, terms, and conditions with men, and 
grant unto women al] legal rights and 
privileges which are granted unto men 
under the law. 

We demand such Constitutional amend- 
ments as may be necessary to provide a 
system of direct taxation to support the 
Federal Government. 

We demand that the initiative and refer- 
endum be adopted, 

We demand such legislation as will pro- 
vide that when a citizen has accumulated 
millions of dollars by virtue of increase of 
population or other causes produced by the 
public, and his millions make him a menace 
to society, that a certain portion of his 
property and income thereby revert to the 
Government, to be used for the support of 
the Government and be distributed to the 
House for humanitarian purposes. 

We demand the absolute separation of 
Church and State, and the restoration of 
the Church to a purely spiritual Institution. 


The platform then goes into a denuncia- 
tion of. Bryan, Taft, President Roosevelt, 
and W. R. Hearst, and closes by urging 
all women suffragettes to continue to or- 
ganize,

Mr. Bryan's principal remarks 
were made at Northwestern University. 
He first dwelt at some length on the de- 
sirability of good citizenship. ‘‘I want 
you to believe me,” he declared, “‘ that 
I am more anxious to help you than I 
am that you shall help me.” 

He said it meant very little to 
world whether any particular man was 
elected to' the Presidency, but that it did 
make a great deal of difference whether 
the Government was properly conducted 
and whether the ideals of the people as 
citizens were worthy ideals. Addressing 
himself especially to the students, he 
said he wished to get them started right. 

Mr. Bryan charged that the Republican 
leaders were not going in the direction 
that the people of the Republican Party 
wanted to go, and he proceeded to present 
arguments in substantiation of his state- 
ment. In rejecting the publicity of cam- 
paign funds before election, he said the 
Republican leaders of the convention had 
in June last betrayed the rank and file 
of their own party and misrepresented the 
voters of the country. 

Mr. Taft, he said, had repudiated that 
action, but had gone only half way and 
favored publicity of campaign contribu- 
tions after election. He attacked Mr. 
Taft's position on the tariff, trusts, and 
labor questions, and warned his hearers 
that they need not expect any remedial 
legislation should the Republican Party 
be kept in power, and Speaker Cannon 
allowed to continue his despotic rule. 
Once again he flayed President Roose- 
velt for interfering in the campaign. The 
vigorousness with which he spoke aroused 
the crowd to cheers. The President, he 


charged, had violated both the spirit and 
the letter of every civilizd law by in- 
timidating the several hundred thousand 
office holders. ‘‘I have no corporation 
behind me,’’ he declared. ‘I have had 
no rich relatives to furnish money for the 
campaign. I had but one thing to rely 
upon, and that was my advocacy of things 
that I. belleve and that the people of 
my party believe. I have made my fight 
and I stand as the representative of mill- 
ions of oy who believe as I do, and I 
say to the President that he should stand 
aside and let his man and me fight it 
out before the people. 

The reference to Mr. Taft as “his 
man" caused a ripple of laughter among 
the audience. Continuing Mr. Bryan said 
that he believed the President's 
ference ‘‘ violates a sense of justice that 
can be found in every human heart, and I 
have a right to criticise this use of the 
Presidency.’ The Democratic candidate 
declared that long before his hearers ever 
heard his name he was endeavoring to 
amend the Constitution, ‘‘so as to re- 
move from the President the temptation 
to use the office for his own ambition. 

“I tried to get an amendment 
would make the President 
re-election, and I have said in three cam- 
paigns that if elected I would not be a 
candidate for re-election.

sions, to two years in Sing Sing for steal-

records show that this is Ryan’s eleventh 
conviction since 1872.

WICHITA, Kan., Oct. 
Bryan’s new proposals and you will sup- 
port the next of kin, the heir at law, the 
very twin of Mr. Bryan's old 16 to 1 
policy.” . 

This assertion was made by Gov. 
Hughes of New York to the voters of 
Kansas to-day in a speaking tour in the 
State that culminated at Wichita to-night. 
Gov. Hughes spoke at eight towns to 
farmers, railroad operators, and business 
men. 

At Herington, Kan., after leaving St. 
Joseph, Mo., Gov. Hughes,. pointing his 
finger at a crowd of workingmen, de- 
clared: ‘‘ Don’t let anybody tell you that 
Mr. Taft is not the friend.of labor. Mr. 
Taft has done more for labor than has 
any of his opponents.” 

“While his opponents have been indulg- 
ing in new. policies gotten up to ‘catch 
your fancy the Republican candidate 
has had his coat. off, and with sleeves 
rolled up, has been tackling some of the 
hardest jobs that ever confronted this 
country.” 

When the Governor arrived in Wichita 
the announcements for his reception read: 

“Mr. Hughes will be welcomed by @ 
calliope, four brass bands, citizens on 
horseback, and a few on foot.”

When I was norhinat- 
ed for Governor I nailed nfy the, 
mast, and there it has been floating ever 
since; It stood for favors to none and 
justice to all. It stood against every.form 
of special privilege at the expense of the 
public welfare. It stood against every 
effort to pervert the machinery of gov-

“As soon as I was inducted into office 
I prepared a plan for the effective regu- 
lation of our public service corporations 
to prevent depredations and financial:

Col. George W. Goethals, Chief Engineer 
of the commission, testified that, assum- 
ing that there was fraud or undue influ- 
ence in awarding the contract, the com- 
mission might revoke it, although ‘ the 
Government would be Mable for damages 
at the hands of the party to whom the 
contract had been awarded.” the prose- 
cution then attempted to show that the 
Lidgerwood Company had had access to 
the specifications on which the contract 
was awarded some time before these spec- 
ifications were published. The statement 
was also made that all the first bids on 
the contract were thrown out simply. be- 
cause an error had been made by the 
Lidgerwood Company, which would mre- 
vent the awarding of the contract to 7% 

W. A. Wood, President of the New York 
Cableway Company, which entered a bid 
at the first competition, made this state- 
ment. He was asked to explain the non- 
awarding of the contract on the first 
bids, and asserted that while all the other 
bidders had conformed to the specifica- 
tions exactly, an error had been made 
by the Lidgerwood Company. He added: 

“In my opinion, the Lidgerwood bid 
should have been thrown out as irregular 
in not complying with the specifications.” 

Mr. Wood had much to say concerning 
the influence of the Lidgerwood Com- 
pany . He had visited the Isthmus in con- 
nection with the bid of his company for 
the contract, and when second bids were 
advertised for he said he received an in- 
vitation to enter a bid. 

“TI knew that the Lidgerwood Company 
had a representative on the Isthmus. I 
believed that I could see their hand in 
the specifications, and I. wanted to see 
the specifications before they were print- 
ed in order to call the attention of the 
purchasing officers to anything fn them 

; that might favor the Lidgerwood Com- 
|pany. I got permission to see the speci- 
| fications and found a paragraph which 
| Depetiontiy precluded the contract from 
being awarded to any except the Lidger- 
wood Company. 

“I called this to the attention of Col. 
H, F. Hodges, and he held up the printing 
of the specifications and cabled to the 
Isthmus. Later we received a letter from 
C. E. Dole, acting purchasing officer, 
review J that the specifications as then in 
the-printer’s hards would not be changed.”’

He had 
charge of preparing the Lidgerwood speci- 
fications for the contract and admitted 
that he had had information concerning 
the Government specifications before their 
publication. He said he obtained per- 
mission from Col. Hodges possibly four 
or five days prior to the publication of 
the specifications to look at a copy of 
them. He asserted that anybody else 
could have obtained the same permission. 
He dented absolutely that his company 
had had any secret information. 

Much talk had been made over the con- 
nection of a Mr. Maltby, formerly in the 
employ of the Canal Commission, with the 
Lidgerwood Company. Mr. Miller asserted 
that he was fia to go into details about 
this. He said that Maltby knew climatic 
conditions on the Isthmus, and he had had 
experience in setting up machinery.

DENY FAVOR TO PRAIRIE OIL. 


Interior Department Says There Is No 
Discrimination Against Lines. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 8.—Open charges 
that the Department of the Interior, since 
the retirement of Secretary Hitchcock, has 
systematically favored the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company in Oklahoma, drew an in- 
dignant statement of denial to-day from 
Acting Secretary Frank Pierce. The state- 
ment was issued after a long consultation 
at the White House. 

The charges were specific, and. were de- 
clared to be based on the records of the 
department. They were that in 10904 the; 
Department of the Interior granted per- 
mission to the Prairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, a Standard Oil concern, to construct 
a pipe line through Indian lands. Later 
it refused permission to independent pipe 
line companies, notably the Wichita 
Natural Gas Company, although these 
concerns offered to comply with the law, 
while the Prairie Company both refused 


to conform to the .obligations..of a com-! 
mon Carrier or to *“‘ domesticate ”’ in Okla- 
ma. 
The statement, signed Frank Pierce as | 
Acting Secretary in the absence of Secre- 
tary Garfield, follows: % 


The charge of favoritism is absolutely 
false. The records of the department show 
that the application of the Wichita Com- 
pany was for an absolutely new pipe line 
and was refused, as all other new applica- 
tions from any person or company whatso- 
ever would be refused under similar circum- 
stances, because the company would not 
comply with the regulations of the depart- 
ment. 

The application of the Prairie Company, 
on the contrary, was not for a new pipe 
line, but for an enlargement of the facili- 
ties of a pipe line already permitted and in 
operation. The Prairie Company had ob- 
tained its permit in strict accordance with 
the law and the rules. The practice of the 
department has been uniformly to allow any 
pipe line company which had already con- 
structed a line to enlarge or extend that line 
if the public interest demanded, 

Examples of similar permits are ten 
(‘ supplemental permits’’) to the Texas 
Pipe Line Company, the last one dated July 
24, 1908, and a supplemental permit to the 
Gulf Company dated June 27,. 1908 Any 

} other person or company wculd have been 
grant the same privilege under the same 
conditions. In fact, the regulations require 
pipe line companies to extend their lines if 

| the public Interest demands and the Secre- 
tary so directs. 

Secretary of the Interior has never 
treated the applicant better or worse than 
another and has always enforced his rules 
without favor, repealing pr changing them

A double round of thirty-six holes was 
called for, which meant a tramp of nearly 
seven miles, but the players were all 
fresh at the end of the long grind.

Radical Changes. 


In far as the measurement formula 
for the rating of yachts is concerned, the 
Atlantic Coast Conference of yacht clubs 
yacht racing organizations, 
met at the New York Yacht Club yester- 
day afternoon and evening, 
against any radical change.

THE FAILURES OF THE PANIC YEAR, 

Mr. BRYAN argues that a Democratic 
victory is absolutely necessary to re- 
store prosperity because the failures 
during the Republican panic are so 
many and so serious.

PAINTING WELL PRESERVED 


Pedestal from the Peacock Throne in 
the Delhi Palace Also Put on Exhibi- 
tion—Egyptian Antiquities Arrive. 


A picture by Giovanni Bellini, a Madon- 
na and Child, in an excellent state of 
preservation, is the most important ac- 
quisition which the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art announces this month. The pic- 
ture is now on exhibition in the gallery 
reserved for newly acquired paintings.

What Foreigners Hold. 


Naturally enough, what the Stock Ex- 
change wants to know in addition to such 
generalizations is what stocks are most 
likely to be affected if the foreign selling 
movement reaches any important volume. 
It finds it not over easy to answer its own 
question, but good guesses are made pos- 
sible by a study of the securities which 
have appealed to various European centres 
in the recent past. Thus, a few years ago 
Canadian Pacific and Baltimore & Ohio, 
to name two conspicuous examples, were 
listed on the Berlin Boerse and became 
the subjects of a rather excited specula- 
tion. Presumably, therefore, any real un- 
easiness in Berlin would be marked by 
liquidation of these German holdings in 
London, and in turn in New York, Am- 
sterdam has had a fancy for American in- 
dustrials, and Dutch investors are hold- 
ers of great blocks of stocks of this char- 
acter. It is a matter of knowledge that 
a very large proportion of the total com- 
mon stock capital of the, United States 
Steel Corporation is in the hands of the 
Dutch, and the bonds of the corporation 
have also been a favorite form of invest- 
ment there. Several railroad issues, no- 
tably those of the Rock Island, Missour!, 
Kansas & Texas, and Kansas City South- 
ern, have aiso been purchased by Am- 
sterdam, which seems to turn instinctive- 
ly to low-priced properties in which there 
{s an opportunity for discounting future 
growth. Paris has had few stock favor- 
{tes, confining itself mainly to first-class 
American bonds, like those of the Penn- 
sylvania, New Haven, and Union Pacific 
Companies. London itself is believed to 
be a very small holder of American shares 
of any kind, and the volume of “‘ Amer- 
icans"’ held abroad for investment gen- 
erally is understood to be much reduced.

A Steadying Feature.

MAY LEAD TO GOLD EXPORTS 


General Liquidation Due to the War 
Scare in the Balkans and No 
, Signs of a Halt. 


Heavy shipments of securities from 
London to this market are now under 
way as a result of the selling of Amer- 
ican stocks by foreign markets, induced 
by the European war cloud. This selling 
continued unabated yesterday, and inci- 
dentally foreign exchange rates which had 
been firm all week rose still further, 
reaching a point only a quarter of a cent 
to the pound sterling under the gold ex- 
port point. 

Since last Monday, when the foreign 
Selling as a result of the disturbances in 
the Balkans began, London, for its own 
account or for the account of Continental 
centres, has sold in this market upward 
of 150,000 - shares. In this enormous 
amount of stock are included large blocks 
of such stocks ag United States Steel, 
Union Pacific, St. Paul, and Reading. 

Practically no purchases whatever have 
been made for foreign aceount this week, 
so that the full effect of this heavy sell- 
ing is felt in the international exchange 
markets, it being necessary, of course, to 
provide remittances for all securities 
shipped to this market from abroad. 

One abritrage house alone arranged yes- 
terday for the shipment of $1,000,000 of 
securities from London, calling for the 
purchase of $1,000,000 of exchange. It is 
probable that if all of the stock sold here 
by London is shipped’ to thig side, it will 
require at least $15,000,000 to make the 
necessary payments in London, 

Opinion was divided fn banking circles 
on the question whether the upward 
movement in exchange, due chiefly to 
this heavy selling for foreign account, 
would reach the point which might neces- 
sitate gold exports. While demand ster- 
ling, which advanced yesterday to $4.8655, 
was within 25 or 30 points of the gold ex- 
port figure, the belief was expressed in 
some quarters that were the market actu- 
ally to advance to that point large 
amounts of exchange would be placed in 
the market by leading banking interests 
to prevent an outflow of gold at this 
time.

He 
questions the probability of such funds 
being provided in opposition to the advice 
of the Corporation Counsel, who has ex- 
pressed himself not in favor of the pay- 
ment of any bills incurred outside of New 
York County.

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FOREIGN DOCTORS SAY 
PLANS WERE BLOCKED 


Delegates to Tuberculosis Con- 
gress Declare Resolutions 
' Were Withheld. 


REAL ESTATE MEN ACTIVE 


Visitors Think Recommendations on 
High Buildings and Condemnation 
of Tenements Were Sup- 
pressed at Their Behest. 


The foreign delegates to the Internation- 
al Congress on Tuberculosis, which closed 
its session at @Vashington last week, are 

turning home disappotnted. The reso- 
oe adopted were few in number and 
weak in sentiment, they say. The recom- 
mendations adopted by the separate sec- 
tions were not presented to the Congress 
&s a whole, and it was alleged that im- 
portant real estate interests had inter- 
ferred at the last moment to prevent 
their ratification by the assembled sci- 
éntists. As one of the foreign delegates 
now in the city said yesterday: 

“Tt seems as if we have come 3,000 
Miles to what is supposed to be the most 
advanced country in the world to take a 
step backward.” . 

At the two former International Con- 
gresses it has been the custom to pre- 
fent to the entire body at the final ses- 
gion the resolutions of the sections, which 
gum up their deliberations. They gener- 
Ally number thirty or forty, and they 
eal with a vast range of subjects. But 
particular attention is given to the prob- 
lem of prevention, and this involves the 
Condemnation of much existing property. 
At Washington several aspects of this 
question were entirely neglected and no 
resolutions upon it were passed. 

“We are very much disappointed,” 
Adolphe Smith, Fellow of the Chemical 
Society of London and the Special Sani- 
tary Commissioner of The London Lan- 
cet, said yesterday. ‘‘ The gathering it- 
self was magnificent. Thousands of 
American physicians came together at 
great expense and tr uble to themselves 
and demonstrated thé solidarity of the 
medical profession in the fight against 
tuberculosis. We nave been over- 
whelmed with hospitality, but we did 
not accomplish what we should have 
done. 

-“Three years ago, at Paris, 
the Minister of Agriculture of the re- 
actionary clerical Government of Bel- 
gium, proposed a resolution declaring that 
the housing problem was the funda- 
mental factor in our fight. At the In- 
ternational Congress on Housing at Ge- 
neva four or five years ago a great prin- 
ciple was adopted in relation to com- 
pensation. It was decided that real 
estate owners ought to be compensated 
not according to the financial value of 
their property—for slum property is the 
most valuable in the world—but accord- 
ing to the sanitary value. 

“There was not a word said about this 
principle at Washington. Then there was 
no discussion of preventoriums, that is, 
orzanizations to enforce against tenement 
house and factory proprietors the tuber- 
culosis laws before outbreaks have oc- 
curred. 

It appears that many of the foreign del- 
egates set down this withholding of reso- 
lutions to a small knot Of American doc- 
tors. A number of resolutions were ready 
for submission to the Congress by the sec- 


tions, embodying such strong recommen- 
dations as the necessity of the adoption of 
municipal regulations for the height of 
buildings according to the width of the 
streets. But these physicians, influenced, 
it is reported, by real estate interests, got 
together and decided that no resolutions 
of any sort should be submitted to the 
congress. Just as they were about to 
force this suggestion upon the Interna- 
tional Committee of Control, Prof. Lan- 
douzy, Dean of the French Faculty of 
Medicine, and Prof. Calmette, head of the 
Pasteur Institute of Lille, came in. 

They protested most ‘vigorously and 
were informed that everything was 
settled. and that if they stuck to their

point there would be no time to wind the 


congress up at the appointed hour. They 
still persisted, and the controversy be- 
came heated. They were supported by 
the French and British delegates and by 
some of the Americans. At length a 
compromise was effected. A few resolu- 
tions were agreed to, including one con- 
troverting Prof. Koch’s theory, and the 
final session of the congress was called 
to order a quarter of an hour late. The 
measures laid before it were adopted 
without question, but many of the foft- 
eign delegates went away feeling that a 
great opportunity had been wasted. 
Fifty of the doctors from other lands 
Were yesterday entertained by the New 
York Entertainment Committee. They as- 
sembled at the Flatiron Building and 
climbed into Seeing New York automo- 
biles. After a short run through the prin- 
cipal streets they visited the City Hall to 
eall on Mayor McClellan. They were in- 
troduced to the Mayor by Dr. Linsly R. 
Willicms, In welcoming them Mr. Mc- 
Clellan referred to the great compliment 
Dr. Koch had paid to the city. He said 
hat he had found conditions in New 
ork almost ideal, so far as tuberculosis 
Was concerned. 
/ After leaving the City Hall the doctors 
{sited the Singer tower. Then they em- 
arked on the Department of Charities 
steamer Lowell for a trip to the Quar- 
= Station and the Seabreeze Hos- 
pital. 
Dr. John W. Brannan read a paper at 
the congress on the Sea Breeze Hospital, 
and the delegates were reminded of what 
Be had told them then of the unfortunate 
elay in gestern MF a municipal hospital 
along the same oy There are 4,500 
ehildren needing treatment in New 
York, and forty-five can be cared for by 
the Society for Improving the Poor. 
A year ago the Mayor and the Board 
of Aldermen ge py of the purchase 
of Rockaway each as a public park 
for $2,500,000. The association raised 
£250,000 by subscription for the erection 
of a hospital for tuberculous children 
on a part of this property, which would 
accommodate 300 children. Then came 
the financial mnie, the rival Subway 
Schemes, and t e dispute about the debt 
Umit, and everything was tied up.

In no rt of its extended sphere of in- 
fluence has the United States Government 
rendered such important service to humanity 
as in Its scientific proof of the fact that raw 
milk is a common source of tuberculosis in 
man as well as a medium for the convey- 
ance of other infectious diseases, and no 
recommendation of any Government has 
had such life saving potency as the plain 
and explicit advice to pasteurize milk given 
in Hygiene Laboratory Bulletins 35, 41, and 
45, and Dairy Division Bulletin 114. And I | 
am glad to have this opportunity to give | 
personal credit to you for helping so ma- 
aterially to set in motion the. activities that 
resulted in Bulletins 41 and 114 

There is tremendous reason to take cour- 
age and forge ahead in the campaign | 
against tuberculosis in the plain and em- 
phatic teaching of the learned men who 
composed the International Congress. It is 
seldom that truth fs so dramatically vindi- 
cated. Convinced as I am myself of the 
infectivity of milk from tuberculous cows or 
from cows in herds in which there is tuber- 
culosis, I nevertheless marveled at the 
absolute unanimity on this point in the 
congress. I say unanimity with delibera- 
tion, for if you will study the proceedings | 
of the congress you will observe that with- 
out exception every scientific man who has 
actively continued investigations of the re- 
lation of bovine and human tuberculosis— 
every one, I say, who has actively con- 
tinued these investigations agreed with the 
British Royal Commission, the German 
Imperial Health Office, and the United 
States Government experts that tuberculosis 
is transmissible from cow to man through 
milk, butter, and cheese. 

To make possible the cheering prediction 
of the stamping out of the great white 
Plague we must cry aloud this message of 
science to humanity. We must print it in 
big types, and we must post it where all 
may read. We must drill into the minds of 
men the fact that milk is a common cause 
of tuberculosis. 

This done, this fact made a part of the 
common knowledge of humanity, men and 
women will demand the one obvious remedy, 
namely, that the milk supplies be made free 
from living, infecting, killing tubercle 
bacilli by pasteurization. 

As the infantile death rate has steadily 
decreased in New York and in many other 
cities where I have installed my work, with 
the increasing use of the pasteurized milk 
dispensed at my milk stations, so with the 
general adoption of pasteurization the | 
ravages of tuberculosis will be _ steadily 
diminished, and I venture to’ predict that } 
within a generation from the time that 
pasteurization becomes the rule tuberculosis 
will be a minor item itn the vital statistics 
of the world. 

While the tuberculosis congress was in 
session there were over 1,500 new cases of 
the disease reported In New York City. | 
Such a dismal record would not be possible 
under 4 pasteurization law such as Chicago 
will put into force on the first of next | 
January. | 

All success to you and your associates in 
your efforts to teach all who stand in fear 
of the great white plague that pasteurize- 
tion is positive prevention. Yours very 
truly.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS, 


Woolen Powder Puffs Are Held Not 
to be “ Brushes "—Other Decisions. 


That woolen powder puffs are not to be 
regarded as ‘‘ brushes" was the decision 
reached yesterday by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers in disposing of 
the protest case of McKesson & Rob- 
bins and others of New York. 

Collector Fowler decided that the powder 
puffs should be considered for the purpose 
of duty as manufacturers of wool, with 
duty at the rate of 44 cents per pound 
and 55 per cent. ad valorem. The tm- 
porters made objection to this rate, and 
set up the contention that the merchan- 
dise should be regarded as coming under 
the tariff provision for “ brushes,” with 
a tax of only 40 per cent. General Ap- 
praiser Chamberlain, who writes the de- 
cision for the board, holds, however, that 
the puffs are properly dutiable as as- 
sessed. 

In a decision by General Appraiser 
Fischer, the board decided that blotting | 
paper cannot be rezarced for the purposes } 


of duty under the provision for ‘ manu- 
factures of paper.’ Instead, the general 
Appraiser holds that the blotters which 
are intended for verde ota. purposes 
come within the purview “ printed 
matter.” 


CHINESE LOAN, SIGNED. 


Banks Undertake It on Terms Com- 
plimentary to Empire’s Credit. 


PEKING, Oct. 8.—The Hongkong-Shane- 
hai Bank and the Banque de I'Indo-Chine 
have signed the loan of $25,000,000 for the 
redemption of the bonds of the Peking- 
Hankow Railroad. The loan is for thirty 
years. It bears 5 per cent. interest for 
the first fifteen years, and 4% per cent. 
after that. These terms evidence a re- 
markableé improvement in China's credit 


since the Shanghai-Ningpo and Tientsin- 
Pukou Railway loans were brought out. 
Cc hina reserves 20 per cent. of the loan for 

‘productive works of public utility con- 
nected with the Board of Posts and Com- 
munications."’ A part of this reserve is 
intended to be used for the nationalization 
of the telegraphs, while the Government is 
also discussing steamship subsidies. 

China will take over the Peking-Han- 
kow Railway next January. After that 
date the Government will attempt, without 
the co-operation of banks, to raise a sup- 
plementary loan for completing the re- 
demption fund; but this project is not 
regarded as promising.
